The greatest of all obsiacles in the way 

of immigration from Great ISritaiii anil itio 

Province.s to '.hi:! cuuntry are the distance 

nnd the hiyh rales of ])a,ssaj;o money. The 

distance of itself would not prove so inisn- 

perable an obstacle were the rates of pas- 
sage as low as to other coloiiies from Groat 

Britain. We ; find ' thoi steerage* and.i'.cabin 

fare between here and San Ftanoisoo a con- 

tiiiual source of complaint, being generally 

considered too high, and an obstruction to 

immigiation from that quarter.

Chief Justice Cameron charged the Grand

The Jury 
only hear evidence on the of the piose- 
cution, and the linding of an indictment is 
in the shape of an inquiry or accusation, 
afterwards to be laid before the trial jury. 
You aie sworn as an inquest to diligently 
inquire into all matters laid before your body; 
if private individuals have any grievances 
to lay before you, you may inquire into it 
and indict, il you ttiiiik it coiiipaiiblo with 
your duty. His lordship said ho luui ad- 
verted to the .duties ol lirund Jur.es in Eng- 
land because Grand Juries hera entered into 
matters foreign to their duly. They had 
taken on themselves to visit jails, schools 
and hospitals, and in doing so ihey exceed- 
ed their duty. The Ji may make pre- 
sentments un such subjects, but. they fall to 
the ground as iiidiclmeuts. In England |ails 
lire intrusted lo justices*or visiting commit- 
tees; hospiials, il supported by private sub- 
tcription, are governed or maruiged by per- 
sona chosen by llie iubocribcrs. The j uries 
have nothing to do wiih jails; nothing to do 
with schools : nothing to du u iili lio.-piials. 
His lordship' coiilinuud that tie had gone 
into these mutters in order that the (Jrand 
Jury's attention might not be distracted from 
ilieir real duties; if they cdnfiued them- 
telves strictly to their duiy, they would liiid 
ttiem sulhcieiitly oneious. Mate your du- 
ties answer tu'yuur daily business. Any 
Lilis that you may find will not be taken up 
nil Wedtidsduy ; if your bills are ready by 
lUttt time it will be tutiicieni fur the Court.
